Hurricane Diane last Aug. 18-19, 


Hurricane Diane left 169 dead, 
20 missing and 1% billion in 
property damage. 

Officials said deaths and 
property damage would be far 
below that caused by Diane. 
That hurricane produced flash 
floods which caught communi- 
ties unprepared. In the latest 
storm, residents had time to 
make preparations which saved 
lives and property. Disaster 
teams, tested by Diane, swung 
into immediate action this time. 

Hardest hit in the current 
catastrophe was rich Fairfield 
county in Connecticut, a com- 
muter area of New York City. 
Forty-eight towns in the region 
and in western communities 
south of Waterbury felt the 
brunt of the ravaging flood wa- 
ters.

Major Faure Move. 


Installation of the throne 
council was a major move by 
Premier Faure to save his gov- 
ernment in the bitter National 
Assembly debate at home which 
comes to a climax tomorrow 
afternoon when Faure has posed 
a vote of confidence. 

The North African situation 
was snarled further by a quarrel 
with Spain and a charge by 
Resident General Pierre Boyer 
de Latour that French troops 
were fired on last week from 
Spanish Morocco. 

(The Associated Press report- 
ed that a Spanish War Ministry 
official denied the French 
charges and said Spain had pro- 
tested in Paris and Rabat 
against French attacks on Span- 
ish posts. In one strafing at- 
tack by a French plane near 
the Bou Zineb enclave Oct. 3, 
he said, four Spanish soldiers 
were wounded.) 

Faure was pinning hope of 
bringing peace to the Moroccan

As other parts of an eight- 
point program, he proposed ear- 
lier retirement under social se- 
curity; improved social welfare 
service; loans and other aids to 
small business; retraining of 
workers whose jobs were elim- 
inated; aid to communities af- 
fected, and pricing policies 
which would help consumers en- 
joy the increased production. 

“We welcome the potential 
benefits which automation can 
and should bring,” Reuther said. 
“But Wwe oppose those who 
would introduce automation 
blindly and irresponsibly, with 
no concern for any result except 
the achievement of the largest 
quick profit for themselves.” 

Some of his program can be 
obtained through collective bar- 
gaining, Reuther said. Others 
will require changes in the laws. 


Urges Lower Tax for Some. | 


As means of increasing pur- 
chasing power, he suggested 
lower taxes for low and middle 
income groups and an increase 
to $1.25 an hour in the federal 
minimum wage, now scheduled 
to rise to $1 next March l. 
Changes in the social security 
and wage-hour laws also would 
be needed, he said. 

Increased production would 
help the economy meet the cost 
of additional “health, housing, 
schools. highways, natural re- 
sources and other public serv- 
ices,” Reuther said, but a start 
on them should be made be- 
fore unemployment becomes 
serious. 

To protect small businesses, 
which he said might otberwise 
be “squeezed against the wall” 
by automation, Reuther suggest- 
ed long-term, low-interest loans 
and “more vigilant” enforce- 
ment of antitrust laws. 

Employers should be required 
to bear the cost of retraining 
displaced workers, he said, and 
where whole communities are 
affected, special Government as- 
sistance should be provided 

As for prices, he said, “a na- 
tional approach is needed to 
help make certain that the ben- 
efits of automation will be 
shared among all groups in the 
population.

“Who let them in?” Stalin shouted in a loud voice. 

Churchill told the Premier that the press was being 
kept outside the compound. If his colleagues agreed, 
Churchill said, he was willing to have a talk with the 
press, not to explain the work of the meeting, but 
rather why the press must be excluded. 


I saw no need for this. I pointed out that each dele- 
gation had a press representative here and suggested that it 
be left to them to handle. 

Churchill agreed, saying, “I only offered myself as the 
lamb and, in any event, I would only go if the Generalissimo 
agreed to rescue me.” 

I think Churchill enjoyed the reaction of his colleagues 
to the dramatic suggestion of his acting as spokesman in a 
situation such as this one. 


Door to Council Left Open for China. 

At this second meeting I placed on the agenda three 
topics submitted to the conference by the foreign ministers. 
The first dealt with a re-draft of the American proposal for 
setting up a Council of Foreign Ministers. It provided that 
the Council could be made up of those countries which had 
already signed terms of surrender with the enemy. This left 
the door open for China to participate in the Council later 
at the close of the war with Japan. Therefore, this proposal 
was acceptable to us. The make-up of the Council of Foreign 
Ministers and the procedure for peace settlements were 
agreed to unanimously. 

In the discussion on the submission of all treaties to the 
United Nations, Stalin observed that this made no difference, 
as “the three powers would represent the interests of all.” 

That was Stalin’s viewpoint all the way. His viewpoint 
was that Russia, Britain and the United States would settle 
world affairs, and that it was nobody else’s business. I felt 
very strongly that participation of all nations, small and 
large, was just as important to world peace as that of the 
Big Three. It was my policy and purpose to make the United 
Nations a going and vital organization. 

I then asked Secretary Byrnes to read the foreign

We turned to a discussion of the Polish question. 
Stalin introduced a Russian draft proposal on Poland. He 
suggested that the question be referred to the foreign 
secretaries and Churchill and I agreed. 

That was all of the agenda for the second meeting, and 
the session adjourned at six o'clock, after meeting only an 
hour and forty-five minutes. I felt that some progress had 
been made, but I was beginning to grow impatient for more 
action and fewer words. 

Late that night I talked with Mrs. Truman in Independ- 
ence via trans-Atlantic radio-telephone. It was the first 
call from Berlin to America since 1942. The connection 
was just as clear as if it had been between Independence 
and Washington.

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A Dark Threat in Georgia 

A senatorial race which is threatening in 
Georgia will be. watched with interest and con- 
cern from all over the country. The possibility 
there is that Senator Walter F. George will run 
for re-election and be opposed by former Gov. 
Herman Talmadge. 

Neither man has announced his candidacy, but 
both men are making speeches of the distinctly 
campaigning type all over the state. Senator 
George was stung into doing so by a newspaper 
editorial suggesting that he decline to run for 
re-election because he would inevitably be de- 
feated by Mr, Talmadge. The New York Times’s 
Southern correspondent, John N. Popham, re- 
porting on the undeclared contest, says that “as 
a matter of sheer organizational strength Mr. Tal- 
madge holds the trump cards.” 

It would be a national shame if what Senator 
George stands for should be replaced in the 
United States Senate by what former Gov. Tal- 
madge stands for. 

Georgia’s delegation, with Richard B. Russell 
as junior Senator, is a truly distinguished one. 
Senator George in the powerful post of chairman 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee has 
been the strong bipartisan right arm of Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in the conduct of foreign rela- 
tions aimed at easing East-West tensions. He has 
been to Mr. Eisenhower what the late Senator 
Arthur Vandenberg of Michigan was to Presi- 
dent Trunian—and perhaps even more. His his- 
tory-making advocacy of the conference at the 
summit in Geneva last summer is but the latest 
of his constructive services to a united Ameri- 
can front for peace. 

Herman Talmadge, to the contrary, is the com- 
plete demagogue and blatherskite, who appeals 
to ignorance and prejudice wherever he thinks 
he can find it. 

He has been a race-baiter all his political life 
and one of the loudest and most incendiary in 
resistance to the United States Supreme Court's 
order for integration of the races in the public 
schools. 

In his present speeches he is vehemently 
championing the Bricker amendment to limit the 
President’s treaty-making powers, challenging the 
foreign policies on which President Eisenhower 
and Senator George have collaborated, and op- 
posing foreign aid and what he calls “entangling 
alliances.” 

Senator George has promised to announce his . 
decision about seeking re-election when he re- 
turns to Washington in late December in prepara- 
tion for the reconvening of Congress in January. 

More than the organizational strength of Tal- 
madge in Georgia is against Senator George. His 
age is against him—he is 77; and many Geor- 
gians feel, according to Mr. Popham, that if he 
is re-elected Mr. Talmadge is likely to succeed 
him in a few years by appointment of a friendly 
Governor and would then make reprisals against 
those who had not supported him. And finally, 
Senator George has not had direct contact with 
the Georgia voters in a number of years. 

From Missouri, it can only be hoped that 
should the test come which appears to be shap- 
ing up, enough Georgia voters will distinguish 
between a demagogue and a statesman to re- 
solve the issue for the good of their state and 
of the nation. 
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Expressway Into Downtown 

Why would anyone have raised obstacle after 
obstacle to block the building of the two-mile 
Third Street Interregional Highway? 

That old question comes to mind again now 
that traffic moves smoothly along the new six- 
lane expressway from its connection with Wash- 
ington avenue and Eads Bridge on the north to 
the intersection of Twelfth street and Gravois 
avenue on the south. 

Yet just such obstacles were thrown up to 
delay the building of the long-needed highway. 
Costs went up as time. wasted and finally this 
major improvement cost $13,037,292. Since it 
took four years to construct there is notice in 
that fact alone that St. Louis must push its 
expressway program with all possible speed. 

Meantime a welcome and a salute to the Third 
Street Interregional as the first expressway to 
reach into the downtown business district. It 
strikes off the first of the bonds of traffic 
congestion that have been strangling the central 
business district. 
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Old Masters in the Space World 


A lot of people have read “Treasure Island,” 
“David Copperfield” and “The Adventures of 
Huckleberry Finn.” But only a very few have 
been fortunate enough to read anything from 
“Treasure Moon,” “Spaceman Copperfield” and 
“The Adventures of Spaceberry Finn.” What they 
read was so well written in the vein of Robert 
Louis Stevenson, Charles Dickens and Mark 
Twain that it had all the earmarks of having 
emanated from the pens of these old masters. 

When The Christian Science Monitor began 
publishing these “excerpts from the Space Clas- 
sics” last year it took pains to make clear that 
the real authors were Monitor contributors and 
not Stevenson, Dickens and Twain. And a credit 
line at the end of each “excerpt” has always 
given a year in the future as date of publication. 

There followed such delightful bits of fantasy 
as “Little Space Women,” “Alice’s Adventures 
Overhead,” “Don Quixote—Space Knight,” and 
“Rip Van Space-Winkle.” With the total of these 
imaginative writings standing at 30, the Monitor 
has been importuned by librarians, booksellers, 
educators, parents and readers generally want- 
ing to know where they can obtain the complete 
volumes of the Space Classics. So the Monitor 
has re-emphasized that the “complete volumes” 
are only available—if ever—on the shelves of 
the future. 

With the world on the threshold of the Space 
Age it is entirely fitting that those familiar only 
with the literary gems of recent generations 
should be introduced to a kind of classical space 
literature. Contrariwise, it is equally fitting that 
those who have been steeped in space literature 
should be introduced—or reintroduced—to the 
writings of the old masters of America and Eu- 
rope. May the excerpts from the Space Classics 
continue to arouse curiosity!

The Field Marshal’s Advice 


Field Marshal Montgomery's remarks in Brit- 
ain on the organization of military forces are 
likely to strike many a layman in this country 
as worth serious thought. Among other things 
Montgomery suggested the elimination of sea, 


_land and air forces as separate entities and com- 


bining them into a single service. 

While this may be regarded as heresy by some 
military careerists, individual Americans may 
feel compelled to agree with much of what Mont- 
gomery says. He sees the present separate 
existence of the three services in the great na- 
tions of the world as a waste of money and 
manpower. Certainly the United States seems 
to be tep-heavy with administrative overhead. 
Not only are we burdened with supporting sep- 
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arate headquarters establishments for each of 
the services; we also are carrying the Defense 
Department on top of everything else. Mili- 
tary spending takes about 67 cents out of 
every dollar budgeted by the Federal Govern- 
ment. Waste in this area is a luxury we ought 
not to put up with. And if substantial savings 
can be made by reorganizing the services, every 
effort ought to be made to realize them. 
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Some Unfinished Business 

T. Coleman Andrews says he feels he has 
completed his work in Washington, and hence 
will quit as Commissioner of Internal Revenue. 
Certainly the tax service was in question when 
he took office in 1953, and many improvements 
have been made. But not every question has 
been answered as he prepares to leave office. 

Mr. Andrews has had a difficult job running 
the Government’s largest business. Tax enforce- 
ment is not calculated to make everybody happy, 
and the tax scandals of 1951-52 had left Amer- 
icans thoroughly unhappy with the IRS when 
Mr. Andrews became its chief. 

A Virginia Democrat who had supported 
President Eisenhower, Mr. Andrews fell heir 
not only to a clean-up job but to a peculiar po- 
litical situation. The Republicans had cam- 
paigned for making government clean as a 
hound’s tooth. But the basis for tax reforms 
had been laid in the last year of the previous 
Democratic Administration, and it soon appeared 
that one of Mr. Andrews’s chief critics would be 
a Republican, Senator Williams of Delaware. 

The Senator, who had prompted the tax inves- 
tigation-during the Truman Administration, has 
recently criticized the IRS for failing to press 
tax delinquency cases. And the IRS attempted 
to fire a woman-employe who had given the 
Senator information on tax matters. That case 
had the unfortunate effect of making it appear 
that Senator Williams was not getting as much 
co-operation from the Republican Administration 
as he had received from the Democrats. And 
the political question rose emphatically when 
after long delay the IRS closed an income tax 
case involving Senator McCarthy of Wisconsin, 
who. refused to discuss the details. 

The reorganization plan which Mr. Andrews 
carried out has also come into question. In 
August a committee of tax experts told the Joint 
Senate-House Internal Revenue Committee that 
morale in the Revenue Service was poor. The 
experts called attention to a new production 
quota system, which they said required tax 
agents to inspect a certain number of tax re- 
turns without regard to proper standards of 
inspection. The committee called for reforms 
in the reforms. 

A big business should always admit to room 
for improvement. As Mr. Andrews prepares to 
move back to Richmond, he leaves some im- 
portant unfinished work in the Internal Reve- 
nue Service. 
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Prosecute Both Suits 

Just as it is desirable that the State of Mis- 
souri go on with its suit to recover $30,000 in 
penalties from the AFL bus and streetcar oper- 
ators union so is it desirable for the union to 
continue with its test case against the King- 
Thompson law. 

The suit brought by the union against Gov. 
Donnelly and Daniel C. Rogers, chairman of the 
State Board of Mediation, challenges the validity 
of the statute, the seizure by the state, and the 
penalties imposed. 

The merits or demerits of both cases aside, 
the best interests of the people of Missouri re- 
quire a thorough review of the King-Thompson 
law in the courts, with final judgment, if nec- 
essary, in the Supreme Court in Washington. 
This law has been on the statute books for seven 
years. It has been used in utility strikes from 
time to time in that period. The question of its 
constitutionality ought to be settled. 

By pressing the two suits now filed—one 
against the union, the other against the state— 
the disputants will hold out the prospect of a 
much needed determination as to legality.

Mr. Humphrey and Tax Cuts 

Secretary Humphrey is a little more cautious 
now than he was a few weeks ago about“holding 
out promises of a tax cut next year. But on his 
trip to Denver he restated his hopes for a bal- 
aficed budget by the end of the current fiscal 
year next June, and noted that if this happens 
it might justify some tax reduction. 

As to what happens to the once-sacred cause of 
reducing the national debt, if taxes are cut the 
minute a budget balance is achieved, Mr. Hum- 
phrey propounds the interesting theory that this 
is not the time for debt reduction. That can 
come later, he says, when military expenditures 
are reduced from their present high level. 

There is another consideration, and a weighty 
one, to which Secretary Humphrey makes no 
reference at all. If by next June the national 
economy continues to boom at its present rate, 
a tax Cut might be precisely the wrong Treasury 
policy to adopt. As the chairman of the Presi- 
dent’s Council of Economic Advisers said just 
the other day, a boom which rocks along on the 
edge of inflation must be constantly watched 
and safeguarded to prevent runaway inflation. A 
tax cut at the wrong time in the cycle could fuel 
such an inflation; whereas it is the duty of 
Government to check it. 

These are, of course, economic considerations 
only and they leave entirely out of account the 
political consideration of being able to present 


,the voters with a tax cut in an election year. 


Unfortunately the political considerations often 
are stronger than any others, and so they may 
prove next year. But those considerations ought 
not to dominate the recommendations of the 
Secretary of the Treasury in the Eisenhower 
Administration. 
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Aerial Flattop? Ho-hum 

A design for a flying aircraft carrier able to 
launch a score or more jet fighters has been put 
forward by Grover Loening, a well-known aero- 
nautical engineer. Six times the size of the giant 
B-52 intercontinental bomber, it would weigh 
1100 tons. Twenty jet engines plus some highlift 
wing devices would enable it to take off from 
the water. Speed would be 500 miles an hour. 

Such a craft would greatly extend the range 
of jet fighters which burn much of their fuel 
reaching combat altitude. It could be argued 
that it would be less vulnerable to attack than 
a Navy flattop and less exposed to attack than 
the immobile land bases with locations known 
to any enemy. Mr. Loening estimates the cost of 
his carrier at $110,000,000 whereas the Navy's 
Forrestal is expected to cost nearly twice that. 

In view of the progress that aviation has made 
since the Wright brothers first flew their tiny 
craft back in 1903, and the Administration’s an- 
nouncement that it plans to launch small satel- 
lites that would circle the earth at an altitude 
of 200 miles and a speed of 18,000 miles an hour, 
Mr. Loening’s plan for an aerial flattop should 
cause no eyebrow-lifting at all. 
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They Lobby in the U.N., Too

The north lounge of the United Na- 


tions conference building is a large, - 


well-appointed room with bar, snack 
room and other comforts to help dele- 
gates relax. But it is also the center of 
another, little publicized phase of activi- 
ties here—lobbying. 

The United Nations is got a con- 
gress or parliament, and the lobbying 
here is not the same as the Washington 
variety. With rare exceptions, there 
are no outsiders seeking to win friends 
and influence people. United Nations 
delegates lobby with other delegates. 

Some United Nations issues are de- 
cided on their merits. Many others are 
not. They are decided by the trading 
of votes. Country A votes for Country 
B with the unspoken understanding that 
B will reciprocate on an issue vitally 
affecting A. 

Take France’s 28-to-27 defeat in her 
efforts to keep the Algerian question 
off the General Assembly's agenda. Ac- 
cording to delegates who should know, 
Greece's vote against France had noth- 
ing to do with how Greece felt on the 
specific issue. 

France had voted earlier against the 
Greeks to keep the Cyprus item off the 
agenda. One pro-French delegate bitter- 
ly labeled the Algerian vote “Greece's 
revenge.” 

This is only one example of a process 
going on all the time. Everyone regrets 
it, but no one knows what, if anything, 
should be done about it. 

Virtually every country has a group 
of persons listed as advisers on its dele- 


gation: the bigger the delegation. the 
more advisers. Many jokingly refer to 
themselves as “arm twisters.” There 


is nothing haphazard about one of their 
operations to corral votes. 

Men are assigned to targets—a bloc 
of Latins, the Arabs or, perhaps, a 
handful of European waverers. Weak 
spots in the opposition are sought out 
and concentrated on. 

There are three recognizable tactics 
on view in the lounge almost any day. 


The first has the adviser stand around 
with a look that is supposed to invite 
questions about how his delegation feels 
on an issue. This is used when the is- 
sue is either not too important or one 
vote or two does not much matter. 


The second is more direct and is used 
on more important occasions. In this, 
the lobbyist cannot afford to take 
chances that no one will ask him where 
his delegation stands. So he buys his 
target a dry martini or a whisky and 
offers the information, subtly, but force- 
fully. 


The third is used for vital matters. 
Nothing is left to chance. The lobby- 
ist corners his target and figuratively 
twists his arm, not only stating his posi- 
tion but also pleading for the right kind 
of vote. In this, he is permitted to 
appeal to friendship, patriotism or any 
other emotion that might help. 

A one-vote defeat, such as the French 
suffered on Algeria, pains the good 
lobbyist. He knows there was no chance 
of success if his side loses by five, 10 
or 15 votes. 


But where anything is as close as one 
vote, he believes the closeness should 
have been foreseen and protected 
against. The French mistake, in the 
opinion of the more seasoned lobbyists, 
was in using No. 1 tactics in a situation 
that called for No. 3. 

The 10-year history of the United 
Nations has produced ane classic of lob- 
bying. It concerns the Briton charged 
with changing the views of a Latin 
American at the San Francisco confer- 
ence to organize the world organization. 
The Latin was elusive, the Briton, 
thought, deliberately so. 


One day, the Briton spotted his target 
going into the-washroom. Other dele- 
gates affirm that, as they left the 
washroom, they could hear the lobbyist 
saying through a locked door: 

“So nice to have finally found you, 


your excellency. I know you would 
like to know,, .” 


How Competitive Our Transport ? 
From The Washington Post 


Chairman Harris of the House Com- 
merce subrommittee which is studying 
the report of the President’s Cabinet 
committee on transportation did not 
exaggerate when he said it involves one 
of the most controversial issues vefore 
Congress. It also is one of the most 
complicated. 

The report properly seeks new ways 
to strengthen the railroads and to stim- 
ulate competition, but in doing so it has 
stirred up a hornet’s nest. The truckers 
are the most outspoken critics. 

They contend that the proposals would 
give the railroads special advantages 
that would put some trucking opera- 
tions out of business. 

The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, which was not consulted by the 
Cabinet committee, is expected to give 
Mr. Harris’ committee a caustic report 
on the Cabinet recommendations. 

The report proposed, among other 
things, that the ICC authority to set 
precise rates be amended to give the 
railroads power to fix freight rates 
somewhere between an_ established 
maximum and minimum. 

The railroads want this authority be- 
cause they say that some freight is less 
expensive to carry than other kinds, 
that over certain routes the costs are 
less than on others and that in certain 
periods it would be to their advantage 
to be able to offer bargain rates. 


The truckers reply that this would 
empower the railroads to engage in rate 
fixing. They point out that it was the 
original function of the ICC to prevent 
jae roads from making preferential 
rates, 


Other critics argue that if the rail- 
roads change their rates it will always 
be to the advantage of the big shipper 
and to the disadvantage of the small 
one. 

Mr. Harris’ committee is under heavy 
pressure from both sides in this argu- 
ment and probably will be heavily in- 
fluenced by the 
tions. At the same time, it also must 
be impressed by the railroad argument 
that no public body like the ICC should 
be empowered to sit in judgment and 
decide how large a share of the busi- 
ness each carrier should have. 

The railroads’ most telling argument 
is that under present procedures the 
ICC through its rate-making power. in 
effect allocates the market to a very 
large degree. This should be a func- 
tion of competition. 

The fact that the railroads this year 
have made a remarkable recovery 
should not blind the House committee 
to the urgent need for measures to 
strengthen the roads and to encourage 
competition. 

Particular attention also needs to be 
given the problem of improving pas- 
senger transportation. It is encourag- 
ing that railroads this year will spend 
more for new equipment than they did 
last year. 

But the basic problem remains: they 
are no longer a monopoly; they should 
not be treated as a monopoly. In this 
sense, the emphasis of the President's 
Cabinet committee is undeniably cor- 
rect. 

The issue is whether its way out of 
the dilemma is the proper one.

Based mainly on hundreds of Harvard 
University interviews with former Rus- 
Sians, these well-documented portraits 
give a broad picture of life today in the 
Soviet Union. The best are on the fac- 
tory director and the Communist party 
district secretary. They give a detailed 
description of the complex, often con- 
tradictory, Soviet industrial and admin- 
istrative machinery. 

Other portraits are a student, woman 
collective farmer, woman doctor, house- 
wife, writer and tractor driver. The ac- 
count of the secret agent is necessarily 
sketchy. It indicates these agents, except 
in higher ranks, are weak-willed, often 
are coerced into their work, lack enthu- 
Siasm, are heavy drinkers. 

Underlying themes of Russian citizens 
are a terror of the secret police, chronic 
material shortages, extreme pressure to 
work to one’s limit for a drab living, 
the “all-pervasive  politicalization of 
life,” extra-legal activity to get around 
bureaucratic ‘red-tape.

FRENCH ENVOY 
SAYS REDS INGITE 
RIOTING IN AFRICA 


Communistic Agitation 
Spreading, He As- 
serts — Gradual Self- 
Rule Is Goal. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 17 (UP) 
=French Ambassador Maurice 
Couve de Murville said yester- 
day “there is a Communist in- 
fluence in those troubles that 
we are having” in riot-torn 
North Africa. 

“Communist agitation Is 
spreading all over Africa now, 
all the Mediterranean area,” de 
Murville sald. “You've seen 
these difficulties in Egypt now 
with selling of Soviet arms to 
Egypt.” 

The French are trying to 
make sure that the Communists 
don’t profit from the national- 
istic feelings of natives in 
Africa, he said. 

Discussing the African situ- | 
ation with Representative Keat- 
ing (Rep.) of New York on a 
television program, de Murville 
said he expects the French dele- 
gation to retake its seat in the 
United Nations General As- 
sembly “as soon as possible.” . 


Warning to U. N. 

The delegation walked out 
to warn that the U.N. should 
not interfere in the. Algerian 
problem, which the French con- 
sider a domestic issue. 

“We felt bound to makt that 
move to impress on the people 
(at the U.N.) that they shouldn't 
go outside the boundaries of the 
Charter,” he said, “and in doing 
that we think that we've rer- 
dered a service to everyone.” 

He said the French some day 
will grant independence to the 
strife-torn area of North Africa. 


But it must be a gradual proc- 
ess. He said the process has 
begun in Tunisia, which “has a 
quite independent government | 
now.” 

Heart of Problem. 

De Murville said conditions 
for peace have improved since 
the recent summit conference 
at Geneva. He said the heart 
of the European peace problem 
is to get the French and the 
Germans to live together and 
his government is making every | 
effort toward that goal. 

Although no specific prob-| 
lems were settled at Geneva, he | 
said, the conference did much | 
to “dissipate the idea that a 
hot war was the normal conse- 
quence of a cold war.” 

He said President Eisen- | 
hower contributed most to the | 
success of the conference “be- | 
cause the United States being 
the major military power in 
the world and especially the | 
major atomic power, it was! 
good to have the chief of that 
country.take the lead toward 
creating the impression that 
nobody wanted war.”

The Story-Teller and the Lyricist —

NE way or another, the 
whole history of the Ameri- 
can musical theater is bound 
up in the lives of two men who 
are as different as they are 
alike. 
Composer Richard Rodgers is 
a story-teller in music whose 
flying fingers turn out hit tunes 
with the quiet efficiency of an 
auditor. He rarely plays the 
piano for his own amusement. 
Lyricist Oscar Hammerstein 
Il is a “perambulatory”: play- 
wright-poet who may walk 10 
miles during weeks of labor on 
an unforgettable 50-word re- 
frain. He is only temperamen- 


tal about writing lyrics—noth- | 


ing else. 

Both were born on New 
York’s Upper East Side and 
went to Columbia University. 
Since youth, they have shared 
the same reverence for the 
theater. Both have apartments 
in Manhattan and comfortable 
retreats in the country. Over 
the past 25 years, they have 
maintained about the same 
standards of living—what their 
wives call “very middle class.” 

Both married attractive wom- 
en named Dorothy following 
romances that blossomed—at 
different times—on ocean trips 
to England. Both. wives have 
had their own businesses—sep- 
arately—as interior decorators. 

In music and the theater, they 
share the same meticulous 
tastes, the same burning Urive 
for perfection. The theater has 
lifted them to the heights and 
plunged them to the depths. 
Their careers have linked the 
theatrical greats of today and 
yesterday, from Mae West to 
Mary Martin, from Lew Fields 
to Ezio Pinza. 

They have no thought of re- 
tiring, or of turning their cre- 
ative talents to any form of 
word or note independent of 
the musical play. 

Rodgers, 53, is seven years 
younger and several inches 
shorter that Hammerstein. He 
is taut and stocky with a great 
fund of nervous energy. He has 
no long hair, no garret, no 
Bohemian tendencies. 

Interviewers invariably liken 
the unpretentious Rodgers to a 
businessman—more often than 
not setting on “stockbroker.” 
It has been said he’s the perfect 
example of what a composer 
should not look like. , 


* * 

AMMERSTEIN, a rugged 
H{ six-tooter, has been com- 

pared in appearance to a 
construction foreman. He is re- 
laxed, Warm, serious, sensitive— 
above all, a complete optimist. 
Dorothy Hammerstein says 
that’s his weakness—if he has 
one. 

In his own eyes, the play- 
wright confesses to being some- 
thing of a phenomenon. 

“It may be news that some- 
body is truly happy,” he says. 
“But I am a man who believes 
he is happy.” This inner happi- 
ness, he adds, stems from “hav- 
ing a happy home and family.” 
He calls this his “greatest per- 


‘sonal satisfaction.” 


It is a statistical fact that 
more people have seen the plays 
of Hammerstein than any other 
living playwright. It is an 
artistically-accepted fact that 
Rodgers is one of the three 
greatest living popular Ameri- 
can composers, along with Cole 
Porter and Irving Berlin. 

Over the years, Rodgers’ mu- 
sic has been called sad, gay, 
folksy and even holy. One emi- 
nent critic offered this com- 
parison: “Where Cole Porter 
electrifies you with his wit and 
sophistication and Irving Berlin 
captivates you with his pure, 
simple tunes, Dick Rodgers digs 
into your heart.” 

Since he fingered out a tune- 
ful little ditty called “Campfire 
Days” at the camping age of 14, 
Rodgers figures he has written 
more than 1000 songs—some of 
them in less than five minutes. 
Many have been composed with 
paper and pencil, without the 
aid of a piano. 

The secret of his success is 
that he considers himself a 
practical, down-to-earth man of 
the theater. And like any other 
man with a job, sits down and 
goes to work. Music never comes 
to him at unexpected moments. 
He is a theatrical composer who 
looks on the poe of writing 
songs as finding the right mu- 
sical approach to a given dra- 
matic situation. He produces

melody only when in quest of it. 

Rodgers is indifferent to his 
surroundings when composing. 
It doesn't tire him. When creat- 
ing the beguiling music for the 
colorful “Carousel,” he sat un- 
disturbed at the piano while his 
two daughters created minor 
bedlam in the living room. 

When you hear a song called 
“The Next Time It Happens” 
from the next R & H musical, 
“Pipe Dream,” which opens in 
New York on Noy. 30, with St. 
Louis-born Helen Traubel as 
the star, remember that it took 
Rodgers less than an hour to 
write the music—an hour inter- 
rupted by a dinner engagement. 

“For me, the process of musi- 
cal composition is a very rapid 
outpouring,” Rodgers says. “I 
can’t compose note by note, as 
though I were carving wood— 
a chip here, a chip there.” 

Rodgers’ biggest single in- 
come item still is a memorable 
ballet entitled “Slaughter on 
Tenth Avenue” which was in- 
troduced in a 1936 Broadway 
show called “On Your Toes.” 
That was during what Rodgers 
calls the “first chapter’ of his 
professional career. His partner 
then was the brilliant, erratic 
and moody Lorenz Hart, who 
suffered a breakdown and died 
in 1943. 

The 24-year partnership of 
Rodgers and Hart produced 
words and music for 30 Broad- 
way shows and 20 movies. Most 
any day you still can hear some 
of their songs—“Blue Moon,” 
“You Took Advantage of Me.” 
“With a Song in My Heart,” 
“Thou Swell,” “Where's That 
Rainbow,” Ten Cents a Dance.” 

Rodgers was only 16 when 
Broadway heard his first song, 
a tune called “Any Old Place 
With You.” At 23, Rodgers had 
three hits running simultane- 
ously on the main stem. Part- 
ner Hart was then 30. Hit fol- 


lowed hit—an average of three 
a year—until the tinsel lure of 
Hollywood beckoned in 1930 
Rodgers now recalls those three 
years in filmdom’s doldrums as 
the low point of his whole ca- 
reer. His studio let him write 
only six songs in one 12-month 
stretch. 

Rodgers and Hart decided to 
return to New York. For the 
next two years, a discouraged 
Rodgers plunged $34,000 into 
debt without a single Broadway 
show. They finally joined with 
showman Billy Rose in an ex- 
travaganza called “Jumbo” and 
their fortune changed. In quick 
succession came such Rodgers 
and Hart smash hits as “Babes 
in Arms,” “I Married.an Angel,” 
“Pal Joey” and “By Jupiter.” 

In “On Your Toes” Rodgers 
and Hart first employed ballet 
as an implement of plot de- 
velopment, drama and satirical 
humor. More and more, Rod- 
gers used his music to intensity 
emotion, building up to the 
musical drama of “Oklahoma” 
and the succession of Rodgers 
and Hammerstein hits. 

Hammerstein, too, has con- 
Stantly explored new techniques 
and defied tradition. Who else 
would dare to create a smash 
hit in “South Pacific” by re- 
peating four times ‘I'm in love” 
and then capping it with “I’m 
in love with a wonderful guy’’? 

And who else could stage 
such a smashing comehack after 
12 straight years of failure? 

There were the golden ’20s 
when the young Hammerstein 
triumphed with the great Je- 
rome Kern and Sigmund Rom- 
berg in “The Desert Song,” 
“Show Boat,” “Sunny,” “New 
Moon.” Then came the black 
30s when an ill-fated try at 


Hollywood marked the begin- | doc 


ning of a series of flops which— 
with the exception of one suc- 
cess—lasted until 1942.

Notes on Caulking Compound. 

OR sealing up cracks and 
F crevices about the house, it’s 

pretty hard to find anything 
that can beat caulking com- 
pound—a sort of putty Fke plas- 
tic that never becomes so hard 
that it cracks but which can be 
painted to match the surround- 
ings. 

Caulking compound can be 
used to fill joints between 
wood, between wood and ma- 
sonry or between two pieces of 
masonry. It comes in many 
forms and that’s what we'd like 
to tell you about today. 


First of all there is bulk 
caulking compound that comes 
in a large container. It can be 
applied with a putty knife but 
it’s easier with a caulking gun 
that works something like a 
grease gun. This is the least 
expensive form of caulking but 
filling the gun with the caulk- 
ing compound is sort of messy. 
Applying it with a putty knife 
is hard work unless you are an 
expert. 

Next there is a type of gun 
that takes a cartridge of com- 


pound. When the cartridge is 
empty, you toss it out and slip 
in a new one. This is a pretty 
clean method of application but 
the cartridge costs more than 
the bulk compound. Another 
method of application is to buy 
the caulking compound in a 
large tube—like a big tooth- 
paste tube. With the tube you 
get a key to roll up the end of 
the tube so that the compound 
can be forced out through the 
nozzle. This is pretty conveni- 
ent for the average person who 
has just a little caulking to be 
done. 

Something new in the field 
of caulking is the caulking tape. 
This is simply compound in tape 
form which you apply by forc- 
ing into the joint with your 
fingers or caulking tool. It does 
a nice neat job and is easy to 
handle.

But he never lost his sense of 
humor. He retained throughout 
those days of failure what he 
now calls “a certain inner con- 
ceit.”

“Holiday Greetings,” he listed 
five of what he calls his “spec- 
tacular failures” and added: 
“I’ve done fit before and I can 
do it again.” 

Hammerstein disagrees with 
those who say he was just being 
modest. 

' “That was not modesty,” he 
says. “It was a veiled rebuke to 
those who were declaring me a 
genius because I had a hit.”

URING his long years of 
[iaiture’ Hammerstein says, 

he did not get depressed be- 
cause he was “conditioned” to 
a flop. 

“In my early days when I 
came up fast, I had some fail- 
ures. They kept me in balance. 


In this business one is always, 


on the threshold of a big suc- 
cess or a big flop. 1 am pre- 
pared for a failure.” 

Wife Dorothy recalls the night 
Hammerstein’s musical comedy 
“East Wind” opened on Broad- 
way. It was the fall of 1931, 
and they waited up for the 
newspapers. The reviews were 
not very kind. 

“As dreary a libretto as ever 
dejected a musical play,” said 
one critic. 

The next morning, Dorothy 
called into the next room to in- 
quire what her husband was 
doing. He announced he was 
at work on a new show. It be- 
came “Music in the Air” with 
Jerome Kern and ran on Broad- 
day for 342 performances—a 
solid hit. 

Hammerstein is temperamen-

considers a man’s lyrics a re- 
flection of his attitude toward 
life. He feels that if his own 


lyrics display a certain sim- 
plicity and wholesomeness, it is 
largely becouse he tries to live 
a simple and wholesome life. 
His whole philosophy of lyric 
writing stems from that one 
word—simplicity. 


For years, he has been both- 
ered by one of his own crea- 
tions—“When I Grow Too Old 
to Dream,” written to Sig- 
mund Romberg’s waltz tune. 
He says the words really don’t 
make sense, for when does a 
person grow too old to dream— 
especially someone as cheerful 
as Oscar Hammerstein? 


For Hammerstein writing 
doesn't come easy: He insists 
he has a very small vocabulary. 
He admits that he reverts to a 
rhyming dictionary, but only oc- 
casionally and as a last resort. 

Most of the Hammerstein 
lyrics are composed by what he 
calls the “perambulatory” 
method. He walks up and down 
in search of the right word, the 
proper phrase. Then he moves 
to a “stand-up” desk, writing 
and rewriting with soft lead 
pencils. 

So he wouldn't have to tromp 
up and down the country roads 
near their Doylestown (Pa.) 
farm, Dorothy Hammerstein 
last year made him a twenty- 
fifth wedding anniversary 
present of a balcony opening 
off his study. Now he does his 
country pacing around the 
porch.

There was a time when 
this country was full of 
gold miners. But today the 
roofs of the Wells Fargo 
buildings are caved in 
and the iron doors are 
rusty on their hinges. 

“On the third of Sep- 
tember, 1850, after travel- 
ing overland all summer, 
driving an ox team, I ar- 
rived at Weberville, a gold 
mining town 50 miles 
northeast of acramento 
City, Calif.” So my great- 
grandfather wrote in his 
diary. 

“I was out of money and 
provisions and 2500 miles 
away from home. I had a pick, a shovel, a frying pan, three 
blankets and a rifle. There was plenty to eat in Weber- 
ville, such as potatoes, beans, salt pork, fish, flour and 
fresh beef, as fat, as yellow and rich-looking as a lump 
of gold. 

“But potatoes and flour were 15 cents a pound, and 
beef and pork and beans 25 cents. And if any of these 
eatables had been a cent a pound I would have been obliged 


to scent them. For I had nary a cent to buy a pound 
with.” 


STAN DELAPLANE 
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THE OTHER MORNING I drove over to where Weber- 
ville once stood with three stores, a chunch and 9000 
people. If you push through a little clump of willows, you 
can still find part of the brick foundations. I suppose of 
one of the stores. 

That is all there is left of Weberville. 
Lode towns boomed and fell. All in a space of 10 to 20 
years. Nothing much left but the names: Squabbletown, 
Chinese Diggings, Second Garrote, French Flat, Murderer’s 
Gulch, Roaring Camp.

NEAR HERE, my great-grandfather wrote, “we discov- 
ered a rich claim that paid us $16 to $20 a day. When we 
had our cabin battened with boards, a fireplace and chim- 
ney built, two bunks made and filled with pine leaves, a 
board table and five stools, shutter for our door, the dirt 
floor leveled up, enough provisions to last us four or five 
months, rich diggings, warm days and pleagant nights and 
no fear of Indians or thieves, I think I was the happiest man 
in California. 

“I could sleep as sound as a dollar and eat three 
square meals a day. 

“I occasionally amused myself by climbing a tall pine 
tree and with a large field glass taking a magnificent view 
of the Sacramento valley, and I could plainly see smoke and 
steam from the steamboats on the Sacramento river 60 
miles away. The great lonely spreading oaks on the Cosum- 
nes river, 30 miles away. 

“Then I turned my field glass to the east, and such a 
sight as I saw, 30, 40, 50 and even 100 miles away, all the 
pine trees and the mountains were covered with a great 
white sheet of snow. This was the grandest sight of my 
life.”

with the onslaughts of a

A great percentage of these 
insecure people are obese. 
While there are many reasons— 


) eo people are insecure 


- unconscious ones—for attaining 


a large girth, one of the most 
frequently found is insecurity. 

Who is to determine whether 
you are going to be secure or 
insecure? You yourself. 

And, if you allow yourself 
the doubtful attribute cf inse- 
curity, you may well become 
one of the obese. One of the 
easiest ways of shirking the 
responsibilities of living is by 
hiding. And one of the most 
common ways of hiding—as 
going into seclusion on a desert 
island is virtually an impossi- 
bility—is by building a “suit 
of armor” and climbing into it. 


This suit of armor acts as a 
fortress to protect the izsecure 
and the hypersensitive. It is a 
fortress of fat. There is little 
doubt that the person who be- 
comes grossly obese is really 
building a fort around himself 
wherein he will feel safer as he 
goes about his daily life. 


A lecturer in history at an 
eastern university, after “run- 
ning away” within herself by 
building the protective coat of 
fattiness, finally ran away phys- 
ically and came to New York to 
start anew. 


This young woman comes 
from a well-established family. 
She had acquired a great ceal 
of respect among her colleagues 
as a teacher. Had you met her 
when she first came to New 
York, you would have classified 
her immediately as a goud-nat- 
ured fat girl. She was aiways 
jolly, always laughing. She was 
everyone's “pal” and would 
have gladly given the dress off 
her back to help any of her 
friends. 


She was so well insulated by 
fat that none of her friends— 
or her family for that matter— 


knew her. Her fortress was im- 
pregnabie. All anyone knew of 
her was the surface, which, 


aside from a potentially pretty 
face, actually was quite unat- 
tractive. 

Within this “castle” lived a 
beautiful princess and she, as 
in tales of old, was waiting for 
her Prince Charming to come 
to rescue her. Her dream 
prince undoubtedly was much 
like her favorite Hollywood 
star, though she was intelligent 
enough to have’ disdained such 
an idea consciously. 


After lengthy discussions, she 
admitted, “I see where I really 
was running away from the real 
world with its many demands, 
its disappointments and its dis- 
cipline. J must have been liv- 
ing in a dream world—though 
I didn’t realize it.” 

Well, the Ugly Duckling 
legend won't come true other 
than in a dream world. A kiss 
from Prince Charming won't 
awaken the sleeping princess. 
Yet the beautiful lady can be 
released from her imprison- 
ment in the tower of obesity, 
and this one was. She followed 
treatment carefully and lost 43 
pounds in five months. 

Many authorities feel that 
the only way to get obese per- 
sons on the path to successful 
weight-losing is to throw a 
scare into them. I disagree.

“OBVIOUSLY, nobody's 
health can be ‘too’ good, be- 
cause good health is always 
desirable — perfect health, if 
possible. 

“To correct myself here and 
to be strictly accurate, it is 
not really the meaning of ‘too’ 
that changes, but certainly the 
use of the word (is improper) 
in such backhanded statements. 

“When first met with, the 
usage might seem humorous. 
One could smile at the whim- 
sicality of it; but now one meets 
it constantly. It disgusts me. 
How long has it been going 
on?”

WELL, SIR, I'm afraid it has 
been going on for a long, long 
time. Indeed, this formulation 
ranks among that group which 
the -late, great H. W. Fowler 
labeled the “sturdy indefensi- 
bles.” It is one of those idioms 
which, as Fowler noted, “are 
seen, if they are tested by 
grammar or logic, to express 
badly, even sometimes to ex- 
press the reverse of, what they 
are nevertheless well under- 
stood to mean. ... It is well 
to realize that there are such 
things as foolish idioms; that 
a language should abound in 
them can be no credit to it or 
its users—and the drawing of 
attention to them is a step to- 

gWards making them obsolete.”

Arteriosclerosis, high blood 
pressure, diabetes, liver disease, 
heart disease and kidney dis- 
ease are more prevalent and 
more serious in overweight in- 
dividuals. 

The obese are poor surgical 
risks. Arthritic and orthopedic 
deformities are worsened by 
obesity. 


That is an! imposing list of 
“dangers” with which to con- 
tend. In fact, it has been esti- 
mated that if all the close to 
30,000,000 Americans who are 
obese were cured, the benefits 
to the general good health of 
the country and the longevity 
of the nation would be more 
Significant than if both cancer 
and tuberculosis were con- 
quered. 


With these facts explained in 
a mature manner you will find 
yourself more willing to under- 
go the task of losing weight.

This came as rude shock. Not 
too many years before he had 
been in the Army and had been 
classified as 1A.

I 
need insurance because I now 
have a family on the way and 
the insurance company doctor 
told me that unless I lost 
weight, so that my blood pres- 
sure would go down also, I 
didn’t have a chance of getting 
a policy. 

“What I read about obesity 
scared the heck out of me. Do 
you know how dangerous it is 
to be overweight?” he asked.

SYMPATHETICALLY nod- 
| ded and started on the pre- 

liminary road to helping this 
ex-G.I. At the time he took the 
insurance company’s physical, 
he was 65 pounds overweight. 
Feeling that his “days were 
numbered” once he realized the 
dangers of this condition, he 
made attempts to diet. 

“The more I tried to diet, the 
more I wanted to eat,” he said. 
“I couldn’t resist going to the 
refrigerator every night before 
bed—sometimes also in the mid- 
dle of the night when I awak- 
ened with a ravenous hunger— 
and making myself a ‘Dagwood’ 
sandwich. And I had eaten 
three square meals during the 
day, too. 

“I guess you know what hap- 
pened, don't you? I gained 12 
more pounds in the next eight 
weeks.” 

It was apparent that he had 
developed a _ severe anxiety 
state. The first thing necessary 
to do was to point out that his 
struggle with obesity was not 
a futile one, that irreparable 
damage had not been done to 
his health, that much could be 
accomplished and that he would 
not only get an insurance pol- 
icy, but live out his allotted 
years in good health. 

With the easing of his emo- 
tional problem, he was put on 
a rigid diet, given vitamin sup- 
plements and hunger-curbing 
medication. He did extremely 
well. In five months, he lost 
72 pounds. He became a good 
weight-watcher. Once, when he 
regained eight pounds slowly 
some six months later, he 
worked it off along with an 
additional four pounds. 

Since that time he has held 
his weight well. He is quite 
conscious of his weight and 
claims that the amount of re- 
straint he needs now to keep 
it at a normal level is “not too 
painful” to achieve. 

Conquering the fear of fat is 
an essential in weight reduc- 
tion.
